“It seems to me that the new scale 
will be all right, and if it is not satis­ 
factory to the men necessary changes 
will be made. 
You must remember 
that the men who are ’off’ now never 
worked under a scale in this mill be­ 
fore, and for th a t' reason it seems 
strange to them.” 
One of the men affected by the new 
scale said that It was evident to him 
that the 
company 
controlling 
the 
Chester mill desired to have each mill 
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Between 200 and 300 workmen at 
the Chester tin mill quit work 
this 
morning because the new scale pre­ 
pared by the officials of the company 
was to go into effect today. When an 
agreement between the workmen and 
the company will be reached cannot 
be told. 
Since the mill started all the men 
employed about 
the rolls and fur­ 
naces torfT-TJren working on a day 
wage scale with the exception of the 
wen in the sheet mill, who have been 
receiving the Amalgamated scale for 
some time. 
It is the men in the tin 
null that are off. 
While the Chester 
mill is considered an open mill, it was 
generally understood that when the 
tin workers would go on tonnage they 
would be paid Amalgamated 
rates. 
This does not seem to have been the 
desire of the company, and it is said 
by the men that the mill officials pre­ 
pared a local scale, which is entirely 
different from that paid in other open 
mills. 
It is intimated by the men that the 
scale makes a cut of not 
less 
than 
33 1-3 per cent in their wages. 
Unlike other mills, where 
a 
new 
scale is always posted, the company 
did" Hot place one in the mill. 
After 
the scale was completed it was given 
in a “cut form” to the rollers, catch­ 
ers, heaters, doublers, openers, screw 
boys and roughers. 
It is said by the 
men that when the scale was given 
to the workmen that they were told 
to keep it quiet, and while the men 
would not make as much the 
first 
month they were working under the 
new arrangement, matters would be 
all right later. 
The scale was pre­ 
sented yesterday and during the aft­ 
ernoon the men whom it affected de­ 
cided to hold 
a 
meeting at 
Rock 
Springs. 
The meeting was held and the new 
scale discussed by not less than IOO 
of the workmen, who decided to stay 
away from the mill. Then a commit­ 
tee of six was selected, all being roll 
ers. 
Thef*went to the management 
of the mill, but the statement was 
made this morning that the officials 
would, not receive the men as a com­ 
mittee, but talked to them as Individ 
uals. 
The scale was presented 
to 
the 
men by Mr. Goldsmith, an official of 
the company at noon yesterday, and 
as soon as it was read it is said the 
workmen pronounced it out of reason. 
The meeting in the afternoon lasted 
for some time, the scale being anal­ 
yzed in all its phases. 
It was finally 
decided that the men should not work, 
and that the mill be closed down as 
far as the tin department was con­ 
cerned this morning, or when the night 
turn completed its work, which was 
at 5 o’clock. 
This program was car 
vied out to the letter. 
As early as 4 o’clock this morning a 
committee representing the tin work 
ers was at the gate to see if any of 
the old wormen went into the mill, as 
it was feared that 
some 
might do 
However, the committee 
had 
little 
work to do, as none but laborers en­ 
tered the gate. Not even a watch­ 
man was on duty as late as 7 o’clock, 
the door on the shanty at the gate 
being securely locked. 
At the meeting yesterday the men 
claim they were willing to return to 
the mill under the day wage scale, 
but to this the company would not 
submit. When this fact became known

THE WILLIS BILL 


FULLY EXPLAINED 


Secretary Lay Un Analyzes the Pro­ 
visions of the New Corpor­ 
ation Tax Law. 


REPORTS AND FEES ASKED 


Aggrieved Corporations Can Appeal 


From Secretary of State to Andi- 
tor, Treasurer And Attorney Gen­ 
eral— Penalties for Neglect. 


Columbus, April 16.— Hon.

Laylin, secretary of state, has 
pre­ 
pared the following 
statement 
ex­ 


plaining the provisions of the 
Willis 
lawr: 


“The Willis law passed and took ef­ 
fect on April l l, 1902. 
Under this law 


all corporations doing 
business 
in 
Ohio. except public franchise corpora­ 
tions, are required to file annual re­ 
ports with the secretary of state, and 


pay annual fees therefor. During 
the 


month of May corporations for profit 


organized under the laws 
of 
Ohio 


must file reports and pay a fee of one- 
tenth of I per cent on the subscribed 


or issued 
and 
outstanding 
capital 


stock; and to be not less than $10 in 
any case. 


“ During the month 
of 
September 


corporations for profit organized under 
the laws of another state or country 


must file annual reports with the sec­ 


retary of the state, and pay an annual 


fee of one-tenth of I per cent of the 


proportion of the authorized capital 
> tock of the corporation represented 


by the property owned and used and 
business transacted in Oh'o; and to 
be not less than $10 In any case. 


“ During the month 
of 
December 


corporations not for profit, and having 
no capital stock are required to file 
annual reports with the secretary of 
state and pay an annual fee of one 


dollar. 
A corporation incorporated or 
admitted to do business within a per 


loci of six months prior to the first 


day of the proper month of payment 
is not required to file its first report 


until the corresponding month of the 
following year. 


“ l Tpon the filing of the report and 


payment of the fee the secretary of 


state is required to deliver to the cor­ 


poration a certificate of its compliance 
with the provisions of the act. 
If a 


corporation for profit fail to make the 
report and pay the fee within 
the 


time required by the aet, it is subject 
to a penalty of $500 and an additional 
penalty of HOO for each day’s delin­ 
quency.

Protests Are Heard From Heads of 
the Various State In­ 
stitutions. 


G O V ER N O R ’S 
SUCCESSOR 


The Probable Resignation of Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Nippert Has Result­ 
ed in a Search of the Records on 
This Subject. 


Columbus, O., April 16.—[Special.]— 
There was an audible m urm ur of pro­ 
test from the heads of the different 
state institutions when «.ue provisions 
of the appropriation bill for the last 
nine months of 1902 and the first three 
m onths of 1903 were made 
known. 
The bill does somewhat 
upset 
the 
hopes of many of the institutions in 
its refusal to make liberal appropria­ 
tions for the erection of new build­ 
ings and the improvement of old ones. 
B ut yet it makes liberal provisions 
for the really imperative needs. There 
has been an 
unlimited 
amount of 
work in the preparation of the* meas­ 
ure. In the very opening the commit­ 
tee was raised from the easily handled 
num ber of nine to the more unwieldy 
num ber of 12. But the chief difficulty 
in reaching any agreem ent came irom 
the determ ination of the adm inistra­ 
tion to insist upon a literal transla­ 
tion of the statem ent made last fall 
th a t economy must m ark every move 
of the next two years. 
The governor 
and the members of 
the committee 
f ai leu in some instances to agree ex­ 
actly upon what economy meant until 
after numerous 
conferences, and 
it 
was not until Monday that the final 
draft of the bill was completed and 
agreed to. 
Chairman Crafts of the 
house finance committee, upon whose 
shoulders most of the burden of the 
bill’s preparation has fallen, declares 
the task to have been the most oner­ 
ous one he ever undertook. 
“I would not care to go through 
With it again,” he declared Tuesday. 
“ After having practically completed 
the bill we found that the state in­ 
stitutions 
would 
demand 
certain 
changes, and we were forced to give 
them a hearing. 
The result has been 
a delay long beyond anything we an­ 
ticipated.” 
The bill, although not altogether in 
accordance with the views of Gover­ 
nor Nash, explains the idea ot econ­ 
omy upon which the adm inistration 
staked promise at the commencement 
of Governor Nash's second term. 
It 
cuts down the total appropriations for 
state institutions and offices as com­ 
pared with the similar bill 
of two 
years ago of $1,083,297.19. the total 
figures 
in 
the 
present 
bill 
being 
$4,156,537.56. 
Five years ago the to­ 
tal allowed was $5,239,834.75. 
But the 
difference between the bill 
of 
this 
year and that of two years ago is not 
so marked as between the 
present 
bill and the amount asked for. 
The 
m anagers of the state institutions and 
different state departm ents requested 
from the finance committee the huge 
total of $6,384,790.86, and it was some­ 
what the lack of conservative judg­ 
m ent on the part of 
the managers 
themselves that prevented more lib­ 
eral consideration being given them. 
Much apprehension was 
felt upon 
the part of the defenders of the canals 
as to how the committee would deal 
w ith this subject of public agitation, 
and while they did 
not receive all 
they 
asked for. more was accorded 
them than many people believe they 
deserve. 
The bill will be followed by a sup­ 
plementary 
one, 
drawn 
along 
the 
same lines and giving much the same 
amounts, with 
only a 
few curtail­ 
ments here and there. 
This will be 
for the last nine months of 1903 and 
the first three months of 1904; suffi­ 
cient to carry the institutions 
and 
state departments on until the next 
legislature meets. 
The last of the appropriation bills 
will be the deficiency measure to meet 
deficiencies authorized 
by the 
defi­ 
ciency board since the last 
legisla­ 
ture. 
This will carry much less in 
amount.

source of expenditure, and has dis­ 
covered w hat he believes to be the 
means by which these waterways can 
be placed upon a self-sustaining basis, 
and made at least a source of no bur­ 
den to the taxpayers. 
Painter has 
burned midnight oil 
by the 
gallon 
solving this problem, and the w rin­ 
kles he has worn in his brow give 
evidence of deep think. 
He will con­ 
stitute the governor, secretary of state 
and auditor of state 
a 
commission 
with authority to lease 
the 
berme 
banks of any canal in the state for 
railroad purposes, electric or steam, 
for a period of 99 years. 
Whenever 
& canal or portion of canal is aban- 
ioned the towpath can likewise be 
leased. 
Leases can only be obtained 
by competitive bids, the highest bid­ 
der drawing the prize. 
Each bidder 
must deposit a bond of $50,000 upon 
the submission of his bid, and the for­ 
tunate one must p.ace with the audi­ 
tor of state a bond of $200,000 as a 
guarantee of the faithful fulfillment 
of the term s of his obligation. 
It is estim ated that the adoption of 
this plan will bring into the state 
treasury an annual rental of $600,000 
a year, sufficient to meet every ex­ 
pense of the canals when combined 
with the income which 
they them ­ 
selves will earn. 
Moreover, it will in 
no way interfere with the usefulness 
of the system, nor block it as a means 
of transportation, since the towpath, 
along which toe makers of Dresidents 
travel, will not be closed except where 
the canal is abandoned.

It seems now not unlikely that the 
legislature will drag on until the 5th 
of May. 
At first April 14 was looked 
for as the time of adjournm ent; then 
it was boosted along to April 21. then 
to April 28. At present the sentim ent 
seems to favor a date still a week 
later than this—May 5. 
It is due to 
the failure of the appropriation bills 
to come in at the time expected, and 
the delay which may be 
attendant 
upon their adoption by the house and 
senate. 
In connection with the ap­ 
propriation measures there are other 
m atters of pressing importance, such 
as the code bill, primary election re­ 
form measure, and others, which will 
need to be acted upon and which are 
likely to provoke the members to an 
exaggerated degree of debate. 
If the present legislature were to 
put up blinds and close the doors to­ 
day, it would have established a rec­ 
ord in one thing way beyond its pre­ 
decessors of recent years.

have been introduced than has been 
the custom for a dt'eade.

1,005, which, with the senate, reaches

The 
forthcoming 
resignation 
of 
Lieutenant Governor Nippert to ac­ 
cept the probate judgeship of Hamil­ 
ton county has caused a bringing out 
of the state constitution- of 1853, and 
a study of its provisions as to the 
line of succession for the governor­ 
ship. 
It was known that in the case 
of a vacancy in the governor’s office 
the lieutenant governor would fill the 
office, and that if there were no lieu­ 
tenant governor, as will be the case 
in the present instance, the president 
pro tem of the senate would be called 
upon. 
This will be Senator Archer 
of Belmont county. 
But beyond that 
there was no general information. It 
is found, however, that should both 
the lieutenant governor and president 
pro tem of the senate be invalidated 
by reason 
of 
resignation, removal 
from office or deatn, the next would 
be the speaker of the house, now Mr. 
MciKnnon of Ashtabula county, and 
after him the secretary of state, and 
then on down through the list of stale 
officers. 
The constitution makes no 
provision beyond this, and if it went 
furtner a new' election would need 
to be called. " Such a contingency is 
so remote, however, as to put it be 
yond the plane of even possibilities.

For years, and probably sometimes

Ohio laws have prohibited the sale of 
liquors upon dining and buffet cars 
within the borders of the state.

is argued by Mr. Wayne of Hamilton 
that since it can be sold everywhere 
else if one is willing to pay the tax 
and sometimes where the tax is not 
padd, the state is losing a valuable 
revenue, which it might receive with­ 
out increasing the harm done by in­ 
toxicating drink.

pared a bill perm itting cars of this 
character to sell liquor within Ohio 
upon the payment of the Dow tax 
Where the run within the state is $20*' 
miles or less the fee shall be that of 
the Dow law, $35Q, and where the 
run is greater even by so much as 
the fraction of a mile the tax shall 
be increased to $700. 
A violation of 
the act can be punished by a fine of 
$1 .OOO, collected 
upon action by the 
attorney general in any court of rec­

GOVERNOR'S 
SUCCESSOR 


The Probable Resignation of Lieuten 
ant Governor Nipper! Has Result 
rd in a Search of the Records on 
This Subject. 


Columbus. O., April 16.—[Special.]— 
There was an audible m urm ur of pro 
test from the heads of the different 
state institutions when Ute provisions 
of the appropriation bill for the last 
nine months of 1902 and the first three 
m onths of 1903 were made 
known. 
T he bill does somewhat 
upset 
the 
hopes of many of the institutions in 
its ret usa I to make liberal appropria­ 
tions for the erection of new build­ 
ings and the improvement of old ones. 
B u t yet it makes liberal provisions 
for the really imperative needs. There 
has been an 
unlimited 
am ount of 
work in the preparation of the* meas­ 
ure. 
In the very opening the commit­ 
tee was raised from the easily handled 
num ber of nine to the more unwieldy 
num ber of 12. 
But the chief difficulty 
in reaching any agreement ( ame from 
th e determination of the adm inistra­ 
tion 
to insist upon a literal transla­ 
tion of the statem ent made last fall 
th a t economy must m ark every move 
of the next two years. 
The governor 
and the members of 
the committee 
faileu in some instances to agree ex­ 
actly upon w hat economy meant until 
after numerous 
conferences, and 
it 
was not until Monday that the final 
d raft of the bill was completed and 
agreed to. 
Chairm an Crafts of the 
house finance committee, upon whose 
shoulders most of the burden of the 
bill's preparation has fallen, declares 
the task to have been the most oner­ 
ous one he ever undertook. 
“I would not care to go through 
With it again,” he declared Tuesday. 
‘•Alter having practically completed 
the bill we found that the state in­ 
stitutions 
would 
demand 
certain 
changes, and we were forced to give 
them a hearing. 
The result has been 
a delay long beyond anything we an ­ 
ticipated.” 
The bill, although not altogether in 
accordance with the views of Gover­ 
nor Nash, explains the idea ot econ­ 
omy upon which the adm inistration 
staked promise at the commencement 
of Governor N ash’s second term. 
It 
cuts down the total appropriations for 
state institutions and offices as com­ 
pared with the similar bill 
of two 
years ago of $1,083,297.19, the total 
figures 
in 
the 
present 
bill 
being 
$4,156,537.56. 
Five years ago the to­ 
tal allowed was $5,239,834.75. 
But the 
difference between the bill 
of 
this 
year and that of two years ago is not 
so marked as between the 
present 
bill and the amount asked for. 
The 
m anagers of the state institutions and 
different state depart moms requested 
from the finance committee the huge 
total of $6,384,790.86. and it was some­ 
what the lack of conservative judg­ 
m ent on the part of 
the managers 
themselves that prevented more lib­ 
eral consideration being given them. 
Much apprehension was 
felt. upon 
the part of the defenders of the canals 
as to how the committee would deal 
with this subject of public agitation, 
and while they did 
not receive all 
they 
asked for. more was accorded 
them than many people believe they 
deserve. 
The bill will be followed by a sup­ 
plementary 
one, 
drawn 
along 
the 
sam e lines and giving much the same 
am ounts, with 
only a 
few curtail­ 
ments here and there. 
This will be 
for the last nine months of 1903 and 
the first three months of 1904; suffi­ 
cient to carry the institutions 
and 
state departm ents on until the next 
legislature meets. 
The last of the appropriation bills 
will be the deficiency measure to meet 
deficiencies authorized 
by the 
defi­ 
ciency board since the last 
legisla­ 
ture. 
This will carry much less in 
amount.

source of expenditure, and has dis­ 
covered what he belie veg to be the 
means by which these waterways can 
be placed upon a self-sustaining basis, 
and made at least a source of no bur­ 
den to the taxpayers. 
Painter has 
burned midnight oil

kles he has worn in his brow give 
evidence of deep think. 
He will con­ 
stitute the governor, secretary of state 
and auditor of state 
a 
commission 
with authority to lease 
the 
berme 
banks of any canal in the state for 
railroad purposes, electric or steam, 
for a period of 99 years. 
W henever 
ii canal or portion of (anal is ab an ­ 
doned the towpath ta n likewise be 
leased. 
Leases can only be obtained 
by competitive bids, the highest bid­ 
der drawing the prize. 
Each bidder 
must deposit a bond of $50,000 upon 
the submission of his bid, and the for­ 
tunate one must p.ace with the audi­ 
tor of state a bond of $200,000 as a 
guarantee of the faithful fulfillment 
of the term s of his obligation. 
It Is estimated that the adoption of 
this plan will bring into the state 
treasury an annual rental of $6o0,000 
a year, sufficient to meet every ex­ 
pense of the canals when combined 
with the Income which 
they them ­ 
selves will earn. 
Moreover, it will in 
no way interfere with the usefulness 
of the system, nor block it as a means 
of transportation, since the towpath, 
along which tue makers of presidents 
travel, will not. be closed except where 
the canal is abandoned. 


It seems now not unlikely that the 
legislature will drag on until the 5th 
of May. 
At first April 14 was looked 
for as the time of adjournm ent; then 
it was boosted along to April 21. then 
to April 28. 
At present the sentim ent 
seems to favor a date still a week 
later than this—Alay 5. 
It is due to 
the failure of the appropriation bills 
to come in at the time expected, and 
the delay which may be 
attendant 
upon their adoption by the house and 
senate. 
In connection with the ap­ 
propriation measures there are other 
m atters of pressing importance, such 
as the code bill, primary election re­ 
form measure, and others, which will 
need to be acted upon and which are 
likely to provoke the members to an 
exaggerated degree of debate. 
If the present legislature were to 
put up blinds and close the doors to­ 
day, it would have established a rec­ 
ord in one thing way beyond its pre­ 
decessors of recent years. 
More bills 
have been introduced than has bern 
the custom for a decade. 
The total 
number in the house 
thus 
far is 
1,005, which, with the senate, reaches 
about 1,400. 
The hopelessness of get­ 
ting anything like a fair percentage 
of them through is apparent, and yet 
they continue to come in deference 
to the desire of the members to please 
their constituents, who somehow hug 
the delusion that the simple presenta­ 
tion of a measure means its enact­ 
m ent into a law. 


The 
forthcoming 
resignation 
of 
Lieutenant Governor Nippert to ac­ 
cept the probate judgeship of H am il­ 
ton county has caused a bringing out 
of the state constitution- of 1853, and 
study of its provisions as to the 
line of succession for the governor­ 
ship. 
It was known that in the case 
of a vacancy in the governor’s office 
the lieutenant governor would fill the 
office, and that if there were no lieu­ 
tenant governor, as will be the case 
in the present instance, the president 
pro tem of the senate would be called 
upon. 
This will be Senator Archer 
of Belmont county. 
But beyond that 
there was no general information. It 
is found, however, that should both 
the lieutenant governor and president 
pro tem of the senate be invalidated 
by reason 
of 
resignation, removal 
from office or deatn, the next would 
be the speaker of the house, now Mr. 
MciKnnon of Ashtabula county, and 
after him the secretary of state, and 
then on down through the list of state 
officers. 
The constitution makes no 
provision beyond this, and if it went 
furtner a new election would need 
to be called. ' Such a contingency is 
so remote, however, as to put it be­ 
yond the plane of even possibilities. 


For years, and probably sometimes 
to 
the 
inconvenience 
of 
travelers, 
Ohio laws have prohibited the sale of 
liquors upon dining and buffet cars 
within the borders of the state. 
It 
is argued by Mr. Wayne of Hamilton 
that since it can be sold everywhere 
else if one is willing to pay the tax 
and sometimes where the tax is not 
paid, the state is losing a valuable 
revenue, which it might receive with­ 
out increasing the harm done by in­ 
toxicating drink. 
However 
correct 
his reasoning may be, he has pre­ 
pared a bill permitting cars of this 
character to sell liquor within Ohio 
upon the paym ent of the Dow tax. 
Where the run within the state is $206 
miles or less the fee shall be th at of 
the Dow law, $350, and where the 
run is greater even by so much as 
the fraction of a mile the tax shall 
be increased to $700. 
A violation of 
the act can be punished by a fine of 
111.000, collected 
upon action by the 
attorney general in any court of rec­ 
ord in counties through which 
the 
offending railroad passes.

BUILT A FILMY BRIDGE. 


The War a Water Penned Spider 
Got Back to Dry Land.

But it 
ought also to be used by those w’ho 
could well use it so for the expression 
of merely lyrical feeling. 
Iii modern English prose there are. it 
is true, many I erica I passages, but they 
are always sandwiched apologetically 
in the midst of expository writing. The 
only separate prose lyrics that I can re­ 
call written in English are translations 
from another language, such as Mr. An­ 
drew Lang's translation from Theocri­ 
tus. I recommend that dear Httie book 
as an incentive to young writers of 
prose. 
It will embolden them to be 
merely lyrical, thus hastening the day 
when writers of prose shall be as spe­ 
cific and distinct a class as poets are 
now.—London Academy.

Despite the noble work done by men 
Ro various us Ruskin and Stevenson, 
Pater and Newman, one feels that the 
full glory of prose, as a medium for 
beauty, was not realized by them is 
not yet realized save by a few.

own sake as poetry. 
It ought to be. 
Of course I do not mean that it ought

tvery kind of didactic purpose. But it 
ought aliso to be used by those who 
could well use it so for the expression 
of merely lyrical feeling. 
lti modern English prose there are. it 
is true, many ivrieal passages, but they 
are alw ays sandwiched apologetically 
in the midst of expository writing. The 
only separate prose lyric? that I can re­ 
call written in English are translation* 
from another language, such as Mr. An­ 
drew Lung’s translation from Th poor i- 
tus. I recommend that dear little book 
as an incentive to young writers of 
prose. 
It will embolden them to be 
merely lyrical, thus hastening the day 
when writers of prose shall be as spe­ 
cific and distinct a class as poets are 
now.—London Academy.

The Old F in is W h ich Have Made 
Ho Kl «i ii I oni in o ii Historic. 
A recent meeting in Boston brought 
out some Interesting facts regarding 
the ancient elms of Boston’s historic 
Common. 
It appears that none of the 
trees now standing dates back further 
than I7n ». aud there are only a small 
number planted before the last century. 
The various malls, or walks, have prob­ 
ably much the same appearance today, 
however, that they had fifty or even a 
hundred years ago. 
An agitation now 
going tm to see th a t they are kept in 
better condition than they -have been 
during the last few years is paralleled 
by many earlier efforts to the same 
end. 
Thus on May 12, 1701, a bylaw 
was passed ordering that "no person 
shall lop, peel, girdle or deface any of 
the trees now standing or that shall 
hereafter be planted or set by order of 
the selectmen or by their approbation 
upon any part of or place in the com 
mon ground of this town,” under pen 
nJty of 20 shillings for every such of 
fense. 
Similar votes were passed by the 
town all through the eighteenth cen­ 
tury. and as a result the Common has 
alw ays been a delightful place of recre­ 
ation. 
T hus a traveler visiting Boston 
in 1740 w as able to give th e following 
pleasant description of the use to which 
the Common w as put by the citizens in 
general: 
“ For their domestic am usem ents ev­ 
ery afternoon after drinking lea the 
gentlemen and ladies walk the mall and 
from th en ce adjourn to one another's 
house to spend the evening—those that 
are not disjHisod to attend the evening 
lecture,' which they may do if they 
please I*5* nights in seven the year 
round. 
“W hat they call the mall Is a walk 
on a tine green Common adjoining to 
the southwest side of the town. 
It is 
near half a mile over, with two rows 
of young trees planted opposite to carli 
other, with a fine footway between, in 
imitation of St. Jam es’ park, and part 
of the bay of the sea which encircles 
the town, taking its course along the 
northwest side of the Common—by 
which it is Ixmnded on the one side 
and I v the country on the other—forms j 
a beautiful canal in view of the walk.” ; 
Of the t o e s now’ standing in the 1 
Cont moil the one which has had the 
most singular history and probably the 
only one that has passed into litera­ 
ture is not an elm, but a ginkgo tree. 
It will be remembered th at ju st before 
the d o se of bis talks the Autocrat of 
the B reakfast Table becomes enam ­ 
ored of the schoolmistress.

along the Beacon street mall, the Au­ 
tocrat pointed lo a seat close by the 
ginkgo tree and said.

to the bill. This brought out a sharp 
rejoinder from

ured in the discussion, and that the 
opposition to the present bill was due

Washington, in favor of the bill, and 
Senators Pritchard, of Xottli Caro­ 
lina, and Spooner, of Wisconsin, in 
opposition. 
Mr. T urner made the as­ 
sertion that politics had crept into the 
discussion, and

most of the 
members of the m ajority are oppose I 
to the bill. 
This brought out a sharp 
rejoinder from

Spooner, who 
maintained that politics had not fig­

A wreck on the Horn Switch occurred 
this morning at 9:15 o'clock.

In accordance with the provisions,

The task was not an easy one, and 
Secretary Duffy has been wrestling 
with it since the various measures 
began to come in.

to a marked degree. From a demand 
on the part of No. IO, turners 
and 
handlers, to restrict the pressers from 
Liking situations in its trade, to the 
most trivial m atter that could possi­ 
bly come before the various branches 
of the crafty everything was embod­ 
ied in the resolutions from one trade 
or another. 
The subject matter was placed in 
the hands of the printer last Thurs­ 
day, the last day upon which it wras 
permissible to 
present 
resolutions. 
The headquarters’ officials, however, 
stretched a point and permitted sev­ 
eral locals to come in after that time. 
This applied to those meeting during 
the week of April IO, the date fixed for 
the limit. 
Many of the resolutions are lengthy, 
covering several

AT THE CHESTERIITIN MILL 


Between 200 and 300 Persons 
Quit the Plant This 
Morning.

Instead of Day Wages As at Present. 
Tin 
Department

Affected. 
Men Assert That the Scale Is

Local One. 


Between 200 and 300 workmen at 
Ute Chester tin mill quit work 
this 
morning because the new scale pre­ 
pared by the officials of the company 
was to go into enect today. When an 
agreement between the workmen and 
the company will be roached cannot 


be told. 
Since the mill started all the men 
employed about 
the rolls and fur­ 
naces tm ** W en working on a day 
wage scale with the exception of the 
men in the sheet mill, who have been 
receiving the Amalgamated scale for 
home time. 
It is the men in the tin 
mill that are oft. 
W hile the Chester 
mill is considered an open mill, it was 
generally understood that when the 
tin workers would go on tonnage they 
would be paid Amalgamated 
rates. 
This does not seem to have been the 
desire of the company, and it is said 
by the men that the mill officials pre­ 
pared a local scale, which is entirely 
different from that paid in other open 
mills. 
It is intimated by the men that the 
scale make* a cut of not 
less 
than 
33 1-3 per cent in their wages. 
Unlike other mills, when* 
a 
new 
ecale is always posted, the company 
did not place one in the mill. 
After 
the seal© was completed it was given 
in a “ cut form" to the rollers, catch 
ers, heaters, doublers, openers, screw 
l*oys and roughers. 
It is said by the 
men that when the scale was given 
to the workmen that the.v were told 
to keep it quiet, and while the men 
would not make as much th** 
first 
month they were working under the 
new arrangement, matters would be 
ail right later. 
The scale was pre 
sented yesterday and during the aft 
cm oon the men whom it affected de­ 
cided to hold 
a 
meeting at 
Hock 
Springs. 
The meeting was beld and the new 
scale discussed by not less than IOO 
of the workmen, who decided to stay 
aw ay from the mill. Then a commit 
tee of six was selected, all being roll­ 
ers. 
The#* went to the management 
of the mill, but th** statement was 
made this morning that the officials 
would not receive the men as a com­ 
mittee. but talked to th* rn sis individ­ 
uals. 
The scale was presented 
to 
the 
men by Mr. Goldsmith, an official of 
the company at noon yesterday, and 
as soon as it was read it is said the 
workmen pronounced it out of reason. 
The meeting in th*- afternoon lasted 
for some 
time, the scale being anal­ 
yzed In all its phases. 
It was finally 
decided that the men should not work, 
and that the mill be closed down as 
far as tho 
tin department was con­ 
cerned this morning, or when the night 
turn completed its work, which was 
at 5 o’clock. 
This program was car­ 
ried out to tbr* letter. 
As early as 4 o'clock this morning a 
committee representing the tin work­ 
ers was at the gate to see if any of 
the old w o m en went into the mill, as 
it was feared that 
some 
might do. 
However, the committee 
hail 
little 
w-ork to do, as none but laborers en­ 
tered the gate. 
Not even a watch­ 
man was on duty as late as 7 o’clock, 
th© door on the shanty at th** gate 
being securely locked. 
At the meeting yesterday the 
men 
claim they were willing to return to 
the mill under the day wage scale,

“The Willis law passed and took ef­ 
fect on April ll, ID02. Under this law 
all corporations doing 
business 
in 
Ohio, except public franchise corpora­ 
tions, are required to file annual re­ 
ports with the secretary of state, and 
pay annual fees therefor. J luring the 
month of May corporations for profit 
organized under the laws of 
Ohio 
must file reports and pay a fee of one- 
tenfh of 1 per cent on the subscribed 
or issued and 
outstanding 
capital 
stock; and to be not less than $10 in 
any case. 
’‘During the month of 
September 
corporations for profit organized under 
the laws of another state or country 
must file annual reports with the sec­ 
retary of the state, and puy an annual 
fee of one-tenth of I per cent of tin 
proportion of the authorized capital 
f lock of the corporation represented 
by the property owned and used and 
business transacted in Oh'o; and to 
Im* not less than $10 in any case. 
"During the month 
of 
December 
corporations not for profit, arid having 
lift capital stock are retpiired to file 
annual reports with the* secretary of 
state arid pay un annual fee of one 
dollar. A corporation incorporated or 
admitte d to do business within a per­ 
iod of six months prior to the first 
day of the proper month of payment 
is not required to file its first report 
until the corresponding month of tin* 
following vear. 
Upon tin* filing of the report and 
payment of the Dc* the secretary of 
state is required to deliver to th** cor­ 
poration a certificate of its compliance 
with the provisions of the aet. 
lf a 
corporation for profit fail to make the 
report and pay the fee* within 
the 
time required by the aet. it is subject 
to a penalty of $500 and an additional 
penalty of HOO for each day's delin­ 
quency. 
"The governor, secretary

and attorney general, upon good cans# 
shown, may. in their discretion, remit 
the penalty or any part thereof,

corporation not for profit heglect or 
refuse to make and file a report, the 
attorney general may bring an action 
to revoke its charter.

For filing 
such certificate of a corporation not 
for profit, one dollar.

There was an audible murmur of pro 
test from the heads of the different 
state institutions when «.ae provisions 
of the appropriation bill for the last 
nine m onths of 1902 and the first three 
m onths of 1903 were made 
known. 
T he bill does som ewhat 
upset 
the 
hopes o f many of the institutions in 
its refusal to make liberal appropria­ 
tions for the erection of new build 
ings and the improvement of old ones 
B ut yet 
it 
makes liberal provisions 
for the really imperative needs. There 
has been an 
unlimited 
amount of 
work in the preparation of the* m eas­ 
ure. 
In the very opening the com m it­ 
tee was raised from the easily handled 
number of nine to the more unwieldy 
number of 12. 
But the chief difficulty 
in reaching any agreement ( ame from 
the determination of the adm inistra­ 
tion 
to 
insist upon a literal transla 
tion of the statem ent made last fall 
that econom y must mark every move 
of the next two years. 
The governor 
and the members of 
the comm ittee 
laileu in some instances to agree ex­ 
actly upon what economy meant until 
after numerous 
conferences, and 
it 
was not until Monday that the final 
draft of the bill was completed and 
agreed to. 
Chairman Crafts of the 
house finance committee, upon whose 
shoulders most of the burden of the 
bill's preparation has fallen, declares 
the task to have been the most oner 


o h s one he ever undertook. 
"I would not care to go through 
with it again," he dei dared Tuesday 
“ Alter having practically completed 
the bill we found that the state in­ 
stitutions 
would 
demand 
certain 
changes, and we were forced to givi 
them a hearing. 
The result has been 
a delay long beyond anything we n e 
ticipated.” 
The bill, although not altogether in 
accordance with the view-s of Gofer 
nor Nash, explains the idea ot econ­ 
om y upon which the administration 
slaked promise at the commencement 
of Governor Nash's second term. 
It 
cuts down the total appropriations for 
state institutions and offices as com ­ 
pared with the similar bill 
of two 
years ago of $1,083,297.19, the total 
figures 
in 
the 
present 
hill 
being 
91,156.537.56, 
Five years ago the to­ 
tal allowed was $5,239,834.75. 
But the 
difference between the bill 
of 
this 
year and that of two years ago is not 
so marked as between the 
present 
bill and the amount asked for. 
The 
managers of tin' state institutions and 
different state departments requested 
from the finance committee the huge 
total of $6,384.79(1.86. and it was som e­ 
what the lack of conservative judg­ 
ment on the part of 
the managers 
them selves that prevented more lib­ 
eral consideration being given them. 
Much apprehension was 
felt upon 
the part of the defenders of the canals 
as to how the comm ittee would deal 
with this subject of public agitation, 
and while they did 
not receive ail 
they 
asked for. more was accorded 
them than many people believe they 
deserve. 
The bill will be followed by a sup­ 
plementary 
one, 
drawn 
along 
the 
sam e lines aud giving much the same 
amounts, with 
only a 
few curtail­ 
ments here and there. 
This will be 
for the last nine months of 1903 and 
the first three m onths of 1904; suffi­ 
cient to carry the institutions 
and 
state departments on until the next 
legislature meets. 
The last of the appropriation bills 
will be the deficiency measure to meet 
deficiencies authorized 
by the 
defi­ 
ciency board since the last 
legisla­ 
ture. 
This will carry much less in 
amount.

It appears that none of the 
trees now standing dates back further 
than 17NO, and there are only a small 
ii millier planted before the last century. 
The various mall*, or walks, have prob­ 
ably much the same appearance today, 
however, that they bad fifty or even a 
hundred years ago. An agitation now 
going on to sec that they are kept In 
better condition than they-have been 
during the last few years is paralleled 
many earlier efforts to the H aute 
end. 
Thus oil May 12, 1*01, a bylaw 
as passed ordering that “no (lemon 
shall lo p . peel, girdle or deface any of 
the trees now standing or that shall 
hereafter be planted or set by order of 
tile selectmen or by their approbation 
upon any part of or place in the com­ 
mon ground of this town,” under pen 
dry ut 20 shillings for every such of 
*nae. 
Similar \otes were passed by the 
town all through the eighteenth cen 
tury. and as a result the Common has 


11 wa vs been a delightful place of recre 
Otlon. Thus a traveler visiting Boston 
in 1740 was able to gi\e the following 
pleasant description of lite use to which 
the Common was put by lite citizens in 
general: 
‘ For their domestic amusement* ev 
cry afternoon after drinking tea the 
gent I* wen aud ladies walk the mall and 
from thence idjourn to one another’s 
house to spend the evening-those that 
arc not disposed to attend tho evening 
lecture, which they may do if they 
please six nights In set en the y e a r 
round.
